concerning unifoꝛmity of Common Pꝛaper and Service in the Church 
and the Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, indulgence to, and fo2- 
beararftrof Diſſenting and Non-confo2ming Perſons of ſeveral Per- 
froaſions Lath been long time uſed ; And whereas there were no p20- 
ceedings againſt them to? ſeveral n,onths 3; and when the Judges in 
their ſeveral Circuits found it fit to queſtion thoſe that would not 
make good uſe ot that Clemencie, and yet upon new Hopes all pꝛocee⸗ 
dings thereupon were ſtopped and ſuſpended; and yet the event hath 
not an[wered to our expectation, but Recuſants, Non-confozmilts, 

and Sectaries have grown wozſe by Clemencie : Uetherefoze have 

— thought fit to declare, That Cle ſill hoping that gentle courſes, x this 
further ertenſion of His Þajeſties gracious Clemencie may woꝛk upon thoſe who were miſgui⸗ 
ded. that foꝛ the time paſt all Offenſes committed againſt his Majeſties ſaid Law of Unifozmity 
of Common-P2ayer, and Service in the Church, and the Adminiſtration of the Sacraments,ſhall 
be no further p2oceeded againſt, Ulhereof all Perſons tonterned are to take notice, And We do 
turther Declare, That no Perſon oꝛ Perſons are foꝛ the time to tome to expett the like indulgence; 
and that all Judges of Ali ze. Juſtites of Peace, and all others concerned, are to ſee the ſaid Law 
duly put in Execution. And this Declaration we make, that none may be ſurp2ized, oꝛ pꝛetend 
ignoꝛante, 02 any other excuſe foꝛ their diſobedience to the ſaid Law,
